He was the first Chief Jus­ 
tice of Oklahoma's Supreme Court, 
after admission into the Union, and 
has served continually on the bench 
since then.

st! tutionallty of Oklahoma's famous 
so called “grand father clause.” 
Judge Williams was born, reared 
and educat ed in Alabama. He came 
to Oklahoma in 1896 and located at 
Durant He was active in politics in 
territorial days and prominently iden­ 
tified with the movement that brought 
about statehood. He was democratic 
national committeeman from the In­ 
dian Territory at a time when a place 
on the national committee was practi­ 
cally the only representation the east­ 
ern part of the state had in the politi­ 
cal government of the country.
